Just as roads were once again 
becoming open following the pre¬ 
vious week’s storm, the worst bliz¬ 
zard of the winter struck the Vul¬ 
can district about 11:30 o'clock 
Thursday night, Feb. 2f>th. Within 
a short while visibility was zero 
and all motor traffic was at a 
standstill, with many country res¬ 
idents who were in toyvn for lodge 
meetings or other activities being 
forced to remain in town. 

By Friday morning, with thj 
blizzard still at its height, all roads 
were solidly blocked and town res¬ 
idents had to dig their way through 
snowdrifts that were several feet 
in depth. With business practically 
at a standstill, many local business 
places remained closed all day 
Friday. The noon passenger train 
from CalgatY got through on Fri¬ 
day with the assistance of an extra 
engine. During the day the storm 
gradually moderated and by late 
Friday afternoon had pretty well 
blown itself out. 

Among the country residents 
stranded in town were Andrew 
Sokvitne and Andrew Knive, who 
live about fourteen miles from Vul 
can, north-east. With no ope to 
tend to the needs of-their cattle 
and roads hopelessly blocked, the 
two men decided to ski to their 
farms on Saturday. Borrowing skis 
from the Highlander Cadets, of 
which organization Mr. Sokvitne is 


ski instructor, they caught a ride 
with the municipal snow plow to 
within about five miles of their 
farms and made the rest of the 
journey on the hickories. 

Telephone communications were 
dirupted by the storm. Many rural 
lines were down and the long dis¬ 
tance lines to High River and Cal¬ 
gary were out until service was 
restored on Sunday. The drifted 
roads presented a tough problem 
to the linemen trying to trace the 
breaks. 

February has been » trying 
month for Fletcher’s Dairy, which 
started milk delivery service the 
first of the month, doincident with 
the arrival of stormy weather 
which has caused the road* to 
drift in every few days. Saturday's 
trip was probably the toughest, 
requiring eight hours to cover the 
fifteen miles into town. 

Municipal and provincial plows 
were on the job Monday and the 
highway to Lethbridge was cleared 
by a government rotary snow plow, 
but Monday night snow again 
started falling accompanied by a. 
strong north wind and. by Tuesday 
morning roads were again drifted

/YNE thing that farmers are wondering is whether 
business men, industrialists and all the various 
classes of income taxpayers have to tell the govern¬ 
ment how much money they had in their pockets on 
Dec. 81, 1947. They are puzzled about this persistent 
penetration into their affairs, getting down to evgjy 
dollar they may have ir> their peans or in the bank. 

They wonder what purpose such information is in¬ 
tended to serve. What justification has the govern¬ 
ment for demanding any such 4 data? What future use 
does the government intend to make of it? It can 
have no’value as an overall picture of Canadian ag¬ 
riculture because it embraces a very small propor¬ 
tion of Canadian farmers. 

And most of these income tax paying farmers ap¬ 
pear to be the wheat growers of the prairie provin¬ 
ces. Chester Bloom, writing for the Prairie Farmer 
has gathered statistics showing that 70% of all in¬ 
come tax from Canadian farms in 1945-46, was paid 
by farmers of the prairie provinces. But the depart¬ 
ment is probing round for 1942, 1943 and 1944 fig¬ 
ures, so if the full picture was translated to dollars, 
the proportion would probably be greater. 

In the province of Quebec in 1945-’46 there were 
134,013 farmers and only 952 filed income tax with a 
total levy of $59,913. Yet there was a net farm in¬ 
come in that province of almost 156 million dollars. 
In Alberta in that same period there were 93,843 
farmers of whom 11,360 paid income tax, with the 


Wonder how much Churchill knew about 
these secrets, very pecret, top secret go¬ 
ings-on between Berlin and Moscow?

and 9,324 paid income tax amounting to $1,866,590. 
But the rtet farm income in Manitoba in that period 
was $86,500,000 considerably less than Quebec, Sas¬ 
katchewan incidentally, has been the heaviest agri¬ 
cultural contributor to income tax. In l945-’46 there 
were 125,548 farmers, 23,156 of whom paid income 
tax, totalling a levy of $2,587,632. Saskatchewan is 
certainly coming valiantly to the support of Domin¬ 
ion revenue after its years of Repression. 

Or take Ontario, the milch cow of Canada, it had 
161,607 farmers, the largest number of any of the 
provinces. There were 5,503 of these who filed in¬ 
come tax return and the income tax levied in ’45 was 
1,086,178. Qut of a total income tax levied on Cana¬ 
dian farmers in the year 1945-46, amounting to $7,- 
113,026, the three grain growing provinces of Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan and Alberta had an income tax 
levied upon them of $5,568,222. There was a total 
of 53.408 farmers paying income tax in Canada, 43,- 
840 of whom were in the three prairies provinces. 

The Winnipeg Tribune, which is also puzzling 
over variations in farm income tax, believes that 
western farmers will be interested in another point. 
In 1947 there were 106 roving jnspectors appointed 
to check up on income tax throughout Canada. Of

DRY PRECAUTION 

Sad experience with burned 
hands has taught many housewives 
the wisdom of using a thoroughly 
dry holder when picking up a hot 
dish. Mrs. MacDonald, Supervisor 
of the Home Ecoomics Division, 
says that it is unsafe to use a wet 
cloth to handle any hot utensil. 
Heat travels rapidly through 
moisture.

Liquor Profits 
And Alcoholics 


(Farm and Ranch Review) 
Canada’s liquor bill last year, 
according to recent preliminary 
estimates, touched an all time 
peak of $375,000,000. A terrific 
bite-out of that sum, well over 
$100,000,000, we imagine, will find 
its way into the public coffers of 
our provincial governments. 

One of the major problems to¬ 
day, in regard to liquor, is alcohol¬ 
ism. It is a growing problem, here 
Government vendors will sell 
liquor to an alcoholic. City police* 
men will collect him from the gut¬ 
ter and throw him into jail. A gov¬ 
ernment paid magistrate will send 
him to prison. Government wel¬ 
fare agencies will look after his 
family and keep thqm on relief. If 
he commits suicide he will prob¬ 
ably be buried at government ex¬ 
pense. 

Surely it is time for our govern¬ 
ments to recognize their social re¬ 
sponsibilities. The least they could 
ao, it seems to us, is to set tfside a 
small piece of their annual profits 
from alcohol to establish research 
facilities for the study of this 
tragic disease. 


FIRST AID FOR STAINS 

Cranberry and other fruit— 
Sponge with cold watet first. 
Stretch fabric over bowl and pour 
boiling water through stain from 
2 to 3 feet above stain. If stain 
does not come out entirely, try a 
drop of lemon juice and salt and 
wash throughly in cold water. 

Ice cream—first sponge with cold 
water then with a grease solvent 
followed with warm soapsuds. If 
some colour remains treat accord¬ 
ing to Its nature {fruit, coffee, 
chocolate, etc.*. - __ r~ 

Candlewax— Scrape off the sur¬ 
face wax, then sponge with ~a 
grease solvent. Let dry then wash 
in soqpy water. 

. Coffee with cream— Wash first 
In cold water to remove milk then 
pour boiling water from a height 
through stains. Wash in soapy 
water. If stain remains use a mild 
bleach.
